NEARLY SEVEN HUNDRED HORSES ALREADY 
IN FAIR GROUNDS STALLS. 

Leochares, Chalmers and Pan Zareta Amon? the 
Sprinting Stars Now There — New Disposition 
of Selling Race Surplus Money.

New Orleans. T.a.. l)«-oeml»‘r 10. — Altlioutrli the 
third nninial winter race meeting of t’le Business 
Men’s liacing .Isseeiatiou of tliis city is not selied- 
uled to oiMUi lor three inor<‘ weeks, tlien- are at 
present (5!)0 liorses at tlie Fair Grounds, and witli 
few exceptions, all of tlieiu are ready to rae»*. 
Stable room h.is been reserved for 770 liorses. and it 
is exiM'oted that tlie otlier eighty tlioroughbreds 
will have readied lien* Is'fore anotlier week rolls 
around. Even this early the city is crowded with 
race track folks, but the miinla r liere now is uotiiiug 
t'ompared to what it will Ik* from alsiut December 
20 on, tsneeially during the week of tlie lioiidays. 

As was the ease last year, the Business Men’s 
Racing AsscK-iatioii will again feature long distance 
jaeing, Wednesday of each week lieing set apart 
for the running of six races, at a mile or over. 
It ha.s always Ih*cu the aim of judge Murphy and 
racing secretary McLennan to iirovide as many 
long distance races as imssilde, and in order to en- 
courage owners and trainers to send their iiorses 
<iver a considerable route of ground. McL<*nnan will 
recommend to the judge that he pass a rule pro- 
viding for certain additional weight allowance to 
those horses whi«-h have not won at a disUnce of 
a mile or further. This will lx* esjiecially Iwueficial 
to the thn*e-year-(>lds. and McT>*nnan says that 
no doubt it will result in more horses iK'iug sent 
to tlie iKist in the long races. 

The owners are particularly pleased at the plan 
in vogue at tlie local track of closing the various 
stakes a week before they are to be run. Tiiis 
will result in the saving of hundreds of dollars in 
nomination fees to the horsemen, us they will not 
have to nominate their horses so far in advance of 
the dat<* of the running of the stakes, and a horse 
wliich is not fit to run in a particular stake need 
not be named for it. 'riie first stake to Ik* decided 
is the New Year’s Handicap, which is set for the 
ctiening day. It is for thn e-year-olds and over, 
and has an added value of Jl.oOO. Entries to this 
stake will close D'.'cember 25, and the weights will 
Ik* announc<*d Itecember 28. The entrance fees to 
all of the stak(*s ai*e light, as art* the starting 
fees. In tin* New Y«*ar's Haudicali it will cost only 
$5 to nominate, and $10 additional to start. 

Tlare will also Ik* cii.ingcs in the selling race rule 
at the Fair Gr.mnds track this winter, and a n<*w 
plan of distribution of tin* sundus mo:iey fn-ni run- 
ups will be used. In the selling races horses ma.v 
be entered to Ik* sold or «-lainied, at tlie discretion 
of tlie owner, liorses entered to lie claimed shall be 
suliject to claim by anyone in good standing for the 
entered price plus tlie value of the purse to the 
wimier. This includes the winner. The claimant 
of a horse docs not necessarily liave to be repre- 
sented in the race, which was the same case here 
last year. 

Any surplus arising in selling races as a result 
<if a runup, will be divided .">() ikt cent, 30 per cent 
and 20 per cent to the second, third iind fourth 
liorses respectively. Last season the second horse 
was the only one in the race to get any of the run- 
uii money. 

Two (rack siirinters. I>*ochares and Chalmers, both 
of which have run three-siuarters in as giKid as 1:11, 
aiv here for the coming meeting, and it marks their 
first appearance :it a winter race track. lK*ochares 
came licre from the east after an uuusuall.v good 
fall season. The mouth’s rest which lie is getting 
at the Fair Grounds will do him much good. The 
big local favorite, I’aii Zareta, has Iieen here for 
some time and, as she has not started sint*e last 
spring at Hot Springs, she sliould be able to give 
an excellent account of herself next winter. 

There are tiny number of liorses here which have 
covered the three-iiuarters route in 1:12. and they 
are galloping tilong like they might run that fast 
when called on tit the Fair Grounds. One horse 
c*siK*cially, which seems to Ik* in great condition, 
although she had none t«oo good a season in Ken- 
tucky during the fall races, is Fleetabclle. She is 
owned by .lames Greene, of iKjuisville. tind has b(*en 
working List. The climate seems to have lK*nefited 
her considerably tiiid she is undoubtedly better now 
than she was in the Blue Grass State. Another 
sprinter of which much is expected is Um*le Hart, 
which W. C. Chancy recentl.v purclcised from Ross 
& IsKiney. He was a go<Ml iior.se last full, winning 
Keverul races, ali of them in better time than 
1:13 at lhrcc-<iuurters of a mile. Mars t'assidy 
is another which has lK*en licliK*d by his long 
rest and turfmen here point to hi:s head and 
head finishes with Ban Zareta at Hot Springs 
last spring as evidence of his ability to run fast. 
There are others too numerous to mention which 
will fill the sprint races and make selecting the 
winner a difficult task. 

There will be no dearth of riding material here, 
although most of the jockeys have not arrived here 
yet. The majority of them are planning to come 
here the latter part of the month, as many want 
to spend Christmas at their homes if ixissible. 
During the previous two winters here the riding 
colony has been e((ual to that at any of the Eastern 
01 Northern tracks, and this year will lie no ex- 
ception. Included in the list who will ride here is 
Jockey Frank Robinson, leader of the riders list 
in North America for the current year. He will do 
the stable riding for K. L. Baker, the Lexington, 
Ky., turfman, and he will have some good horses 
to* ride in this barn. 

The Baker horses have been resting at Lexington 
since I.uitonia closed and they are reported as being 
at the top of their form. Pif Jr., which Robinson 
rode to victory by the margin of a nose in the 
Latonia Cup race at two miles and a quarter, de- 
feating such a crack long-route horse as Star Hawk, 
is the star of the Baker string, and he will be 
nominated in the long-distance stakes. 

Trainer Will Perkins has probably the largest 
stable here, as he has twenty-five horses under his 
care. Perkins was quite successful at the Fair 
Grounds last winter, as Marion Goosby, which he 
trains for M. C. Moore, of Dayton, O.. won two 
stakes. The horse did not show much form after 
he shipiied him north, but he has been let up on for 
a long while and gives promise of being as good as 
ever next winter. Other owners represented by 
largo strings are Jefferson Livingston, C. K. G. 
Billings, 'W. R. Coe, R. L. Baker and C. W. Clark. 

Among the early arrivals for the meeting are C. 
R. Ellison and wife, John F. Schorr and wife, 
Frank B. Brown and wife, and many others promi- 
nent in turf circles in the north and east.

There is no year- 
ling of that breeding, ac(*ording to manager Ed 
Kane of the Nursery Stud. It was a weanling 
colt by Patriot — Baby Rose which figured in the 
transaction. Baby Rose, however, was mated with 
Trap Rock last spring. Patriot is a son of Ben 
Brush aiul Sandfly. 



MARYLAND AS A FTELD OF RACING SHOWS A GRATIFYING 
GAIN IN MONEY DISTRIBUTED 



Tliat the Maryland field of racing was of prime importance to owners this year is shown by the 
sigiiifieiiiit fact that it returned the substantial gain of $140.3."»1 over the return of 191.5. Every o*ne of 
the imiMirtant tracks iiicreascd their values in purses and the understanding is that they reajied their 
due reward in the way of enlarged receipts. The gn*atest increase in offering was at Laurel, where 
$l.'i8,340 was distributed among owners, a gain of nearly $.50,(KK> over tlie $108,885 of 1915. Tlie general 
effect on the daily average of distribution was an increase from the $3,479.16 of 1915 to the $4,486.24 
of the prt>s(*ut year. 

A goodly share of H. G. Bedwell’s stable earnings was reaped from the Maryland tracks, his $25,900 
placing him well in advance of all competing owners. Emil Herz Is another who has a good reason for 
thinking well of Maryland racing, his $19,870 won placing him second to Bedwell. The Slarrone Stable, 
Belmont, L. Wood and J. O. Talliott were the other owners with stable earnings in excess of $10 000* 
.\iiioiig the liorses Hourless, Sliort Grass and The Finn were the leading winners, with the two-yeiir-old 
leading the English veteran by a slight margin. Many of the best horses of the country raced over the 
Maryland tracks and the story of results for the year is:

K1 P.T.so, Texas. December 10. — With the defeat of 
Francisco Vlllii and his bandit band, which had 
niena(*ed ('hiliiialiua City for days, there has been 
a marked increase in the attendance iit the 
.ItK’key Club Juarez ra(*e track. Now that the de 
facto government has dcixiscd General Jacinto 
Tnivino as cominaiider-ln-chi(*f of the northern 
forces .and installed Gemral Francisco Murgin In 
ills ]K>sition with 15,000 well-armed troops, three 
times the numlior Villa commands, there is no longer 
any danger fean*d of further border raids. 

For a time it was believed Villa would move 
northward from Chihualiiia City and attack .Tuarez. 
This caused much uneasiness lu*re and the attend- 
ance was somewhat lessened. But. despite the scare, 
there were hundreds of women ut tlie course each 
ladies’ day, wliile tlicrc was always the usual at- 
tendance of the regular patrons. 

Every guarantee has been extended to the p.-itrons 
of the Juarez course this winter by the Carranza 
commanders of the over-river city. An escort 
of soldiers is at the track each day to preserve 
order and there lias not liecn the slightest indica- 
tion of any trouble. The Mexican officials have 
lK*en courteous and accommodating to the turf 
patrons, as cvcll as to ('olonel M. J. Winn and the 
other officials of the plant. 

The attendance has lK*en far above what Colonel 
Winn had expected. And, as the meeting is i>ro- 
gressing, there is a marked increase both in the 
Sunday and week-day attend:iii(*es. 

The wagering at the Juarez track with the pari- 
mutuel form of betting has, todate, been much 
larger tlian it lias any time previous when the 
books were on. The odds have jmived more satis - 
f.*ictory to the public than the slate of the book- 
makers where often 50 and 60 per cent stared you 
in the face. 

Then too, the horses have mn more to form this 
winter than any other first week of the meeting. 
The clioices of tlie talent have won a majority of 
the ra(*es and liorses that won their first starts 
as a rule ran back to their form. 

Mack Garner, who is riding as a free lance, 
has figured in some wonderful Garrison finishes 
Iiere this winter. Garner on Tuesday piloted three 
winners, a second and third out of six mounts. 
Johnny Howard is also riding well here this winter 
and can do 106. (’laude Hunt and McIntyre, two 
lightweight riders liave also made some stirring 
finishes. 

David Bloom, an exercise boy from Cleveland, 
O., promises to develop into a good rider. He is 
under contract to W'. Cain, who developed Mack 
Gamer. 

Tlie Kentucky stables are proving favorites with 
the turf patrons here. K. Spence lias the largest 
nu:nlK*r of horses at the track, twenty-three licad 
lieiiig in his barn. He has won a number of races 
so far at the meeting. His horses arc piloted by 
C. and T. Hunt, who are under contract to him. 

Trappoid. the Traji Hock — Outcome filly bmuglit 
here from Kentucky by Joe I’mensetter. is proving 
a brilliant racer, winning iKith her first starts. 
She t(K)k the measure of the fast Commauretta last 
Tnesda.v and ran the mile in l:3.S?f,, winning |>ulled 
up by three lengths. Several of the outside dock- 
ers caught her time as fast as 1:37%. The filly 
had a bad leg when purchased by Mr. Cinensetter, 
hut he lias cured this ailment aud the chestnut 
should prove one of the best selling platers at the 
tnick. 

Sir Richard, the crack two-ycnr-old owned by 
Dr. I. K. Clark, the Texas turfman, is proving one 
of (lie lK*st youngsters at the track. He won his 
first two starts, beating sucli gimd youngsters ns 
Kagura, Dyson, Belle C. and Craiikie, but was not 
so fortunate Satur.liiy. 

'riiere arc a large number of yearlings at the 
track now being schooled at thn barrier. Tlie baby 
races will st.art after tlie first of the year. The 
first races will Ik* out of the three and a half fur- 
longs chute. Nearly each winter there has )K*en 
develo)K*d at the Juarez track several good two- 
year-olds that have in later years proven consistent 
winners in the nortlieni tiirf world. A.niong the 
noted turf performers wliieh were first raced as fwo- 
.vear-olds at Jiian*z are Old Rosebud, Hawthorn, and 
a score or more of others of merit. 

The weather conditions during the first week of 
racing at Juarez proved ideal. There has not lK*eii 
a cloudy day and the sun lias shone brilliantly on 
the ttirf iiatrons. 

Sunday brought forth a tremendous crowd across 
the Rio Grande. The chilly weather that still cling.s 
on did not Iiinder them from attending, and the 
mutuol operators were kept busy during the after- 
noon. 

The n*'w mutuel maeliines are exiiectcd to arrive 
by the first of the week. 

Paddock judge J. L. Hall is confined to liis 
apartment with an attack of gripiie. 

Lambert Gamer, who is the youngest of the (*ele- 
brated family of jix'keys, will make bis debut 
here next Tuesday, when he will have his first 
mount. He is sixteen years old and can ride at 94 
pounds. The youngster has been galloping horses 
for over six mouths. It was at this track that hi.s 
brothers, Guy and Mack, developed their riding 
ability. 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Charley Jordan, an old-time owner of thorough- 
bred horses, died in San Diego, last week. • 

Charles T. Henshall, associated with Grant Hugh 
Browne in the new racing plant now under con- 
struction at Havana. Cuba, is on his way to Los 
Angeles, where Ills wife is reported to be near death. 

Viscount Torrington, a lieutenant in the English 
Royal Naval Reserve, Is reported missing in the 
otfioial dispatches from the front. Vis<*ount Tor- 
rington was well-known as a owner of thoroughbred 
race horses and visited this country in 1909. 

Godfrey Preece. who ra<8*s a stable of jumpers, 
while his wife maintains a modest string of flat 
racers, is going to Havana, with the intention of 
interesting some wealthy and influential Cubans in 
the development of polo on the Island. 

When the new barns have been completed at 
Belmont Park, the stabling capacity of the West- 
chester Racing Association’s palatial <H)urse will 
have been increased by two hundred stalls and they 
will be ready long before the opening of the 1017 
racing season. 

Track Superintendent John Brennan of the Grave- 
send track is careful that the trainers, who are 
settled at that course for the winter are being 
adeiiuately taken cure of. aud the horsemen appear 
to heartily appreciate the efforts which lie Is mak- 
ing in their liehalf. The track proper Is being well 
worked and kept in the best possible condition, 
while the big oval of the infield, which is well 
grassed this season, is affording excellent picking 
for the thoroughbreds, which, like Roamer and some 
others in the matured sdivision, as well as several 
yearlings, spend the greater part of every pleasant 
day in the open.

He is a stoutly made, deep-chested, 
straight-limbed. Iiusiness-like liorse witli a liiglil.v 
attractive appearance. .\ filly built mucli like this 
colt is hy Ainadis — Polite Dame, and tliey are a 
pair with wliicli, as starter Harry ilorrissey re- 
marked tlie otlier day, when lie was liMiking tlieiii 
over witli Rotiert Walden and .lames Fitzsimmons, 
a good man would be certain to make money. 

The chestnut colt liy Marco — Perniia is big and 
attractive. A couple of topjiy individuals are b.v 
llolliday House, one lH*ing out of Lapis and the 
other out of Painiiinella. Iiii;i:ntialit.v is the name of 
a good looking chestnut cidt b.v King’s PriH'tor— 
Heroine’s Dream. C.lonakilty is the cognomen of a 
racy-looking bay filly by Catmint — Catamount.

There is an old theory, now somewhat discarded, 
that the more experienced jockeys are desirable 
for mounts on two-year-olds, something that is 
made possiljle ordinaril.v by the scale of weights 
in two-year-old races — but the more general school- 
ing of the youngsters at the barrier has made such 
distinctions of comparatively minor importance, 
if they ever possessed real value. Nevertheless 
the racing novitiates provide no little test for the 
skill of the riders, and the appended table, which 
shows the sueeessful jockeys on all two-year-olds 
on American tracks during the first nine months 
of the jiresent racing season — that is, up to Octo- 
ber 1 — may prove interesting. By October the two- 
year-olds actually in racing can hardly be regarded 
as longer In-ing novices. 

-An analysis of the figures does not bear out the 
tlieory that tlie old-time riders fare Ix-st with the 
two-year-olds, althougli such veterans as Troxler 
and T. Davies seem to have done eonslderably 
better with tlie youngsters tlian with otlier mounts, 
comparatively speaking. Twenty-three of Troxler’s 
tiiirty-eight winning mounts for tlie year at the 
end of September had Is-en on two-year-olds, and 
just one- half of T. Davies’ successes, both in fin- 
ishing first and in getting second and third places, 
has lx‘en with tlie young racers. But sucli old- 
timers as Bntwell, Buxton, Keogh, Connolly and 
I’ickens found no greater fortune awaiting their 
two-year-old mounts than attended their general 
saddle sneeesses. L. Gentry, who is now in his 
sixtli year in tlie saddle, was more especially suc- 
eessful with the turf beginners, but he cannot ex- 
actly b<> placed as yet in the list of ohl-tiniers. 
Lykes and Lapiiille, two other hoys of less ex- 
jii-rience th.sn Gentry, were also more than or- 
dinarily skillful in handling the two-year-olds. 
3'lie same applies to T. JleTaggart, who has been 
riding eight years. 

It is J. Mcl'aggart, the younger brotlier of Tom, 
who is to 1 m» hailed as tlie ehauipion rider of two- 
.vear-olds for 1916, and Johun.v iH'gan riding only 
in 1913. when lie bl.ized across the turf horizon 
with 111 victories in his first season in the saddle. 
Up to Octolier 1, J. MeTaggart had ridden forty- 
one two-.vear-old winners, was second on them 
thirty times, and twenty-two times third. 
Roseoe Goose, who is a bit of a veteran at riding, 
ranks next to J. MeTaggart in two-year-old suc- 
cesses, but Roseoe was good on them at all ages, 
and not oonspieuonsly so on two-year-olds. Then, 
following Goose in two-year-obi successes this 
year, eeiiie F'. Murpliy, who began riding in 1913; 
L. Gentry, Troxler and Taplin, the latter with a 
liig bunch of all kinds of winners, and then F'. 
Roliinson, the leading winner of the year for all 
kinds of races. Uobin.'ion did not break into rid- 
ing until 1914, and possibl.v for that reason may 
not Irive been entrusted with so many two-year- 
old inoiints as liis rivals. However, that may lie, 
he had ridden but twenty-two two-year-old win- 
ners out of 133 winners of all kinds by the en(l of 
Se|itemher.

Brownie, a bay mare, foaled in 1908, by Gallinule 
out of Elf (a winner and dam of winners), by 
Galopin out of Queen of the Meadows (a winner 
and dam, amongst others, of Tyrant, winner of 
the Doncaster and Chester cups. Ascot Gold Vase, 
etc.), by Exminster (by Newminster) out of Queen 
of the .Ma.v (a winner of nine races and dam of 
many winners), by king of ’Trumps out of Lady 
Hawthorn, b.v Windhuund out of Alice Hawthorn, 
l.'.v Muley Moloch; covered by Marcovil and tadieved 
to be in foal. Brownie is of the famous No. 4 
family. Her yearling, by William the Third, was 
sold last July for $3,300. 

St. Fej-, a black filly two years old, by St. 
Frusquin out of Brownie. St. Fey was not trained 
owing to the war. 

Misty Law (UM)9). a bay mare (winner of tlie 
Hardwicke Stakes of 500 sovereigns and two other 
races), by Ar.vsliire out of Ben Doran (dam of win- 
ners), by Bend Or out of Vaurieane (a good winner 
and dam of T!ie Warrior and many other winners), 
by Galopin out of Palisade (dam of Golden Gate, 
I’alisandra, etc.), by Alt)«*rt Victor out of Obelisk 
(dam of winners), by Cathedral out of Vlie, b.v 
Zu.vder Zee; covered b.v King’s Proctor and Indieved 
to lie in foal. Mist.v Law is of the celebrated No. 
14 family. King’s Proctor is by Persimmon out of 
Decree Nisi, by Wisdom. 

From the Earl of Ellesmere Mr. Kilmer has bought 
Sabretache, a bay mare foaled in 1911 by the fa- 
mous Martagon out of Sabrinetta, by Kilwarlin out 
of Sabra, by 8t. Simon out of Belinda, by Hampton 
out of Belle of Bur.v, by Caterer. Sabretache is in 
foal by John o’Gaunt and was regarded as the 
fhoiis'st mare of the Earl of Ellesmere’s celebrated 
stud near Newmarket. 

From an English gentleman, whose name is not 
made known, Mr. Kilmer has purchased Glenfernate, 
a bay mare foaled in 1912, by 'ITedennis — Stralocli, 
by Rock S:ind — Stolen Ij<ive (a winner and dam of 
winners of $25,000, including Wrinkler, Serenader 
and Nassau) out of Tnie Love (dam of mau.v win- 
ners). by Sterling. Glenfernate is of the famous 
No. 3 family and was several times a winner as a 
two-year-old. She is in fo.al by Balscadden. 

Mr. Kilmer also became the owner of a bay year- 
ling by Bachelor’s Double — Ljidy Edgar, by Sir 
Edgar — Moyvalley, by Blitz, out of Portion, by 
Beaufort. 'This filly was foale<l May 19. Lady Etl- 
gar was the best two-year-old of her year in Ire- 
land, winning among other races the PlnHUiix I’late 
of 1,.500 sovereigns, at I’hcsuiix I’ark. Moyvalley 
is the dam of numerous winners, and her yearling 
filly by Bachelor’s Double, was sold in September 
for l.tHX) guineas. Bachelor’s Double is b.v Tredenni.i 
— Laiiy Bawn. This fill.v, which was the projierty 
of Mrs. Moloney, an English lady renowned for her 
thoroughhrt'd winners, was entered for some of the 
biggest English sLikes of 1917. 

Mr. Kilmer also has purchased Marieaworth, IjOVC- 
light and Sobranje. 

Although Harry McDaniel, Mr. Kilmer’s trainer, 
represented Mr. Kilmer in the buying of these 
horses. Mr. Kilmer personally selected them. 

Mr. Kilmer has directed that his new thorough- 
breds be brought to America at the earliest favor- 
able oiiportunity. The present plan is to bring tliese 
l.orses directly to Binghampton and to winter them 
at the Kilmer Stock Farm on Itiverside drive, where 
Mr. Kilmer alnmdy has half a hundred of good thor- 
oughbred stock, including horses in training, stal- 
lions, broodmares and foals, yearlings and wean- 
lings.
